211) i* hereby amended by striking out the 
period at the end thereof, and inserting in Heu of such period a semi- 
colon* and by Inserting at the end of such section the following ncv 


sub-section:

2$ Stat. 205. 5 USCA 62, as amended, or any other law prohibiting 
the employment of any retired commissioned or warrant officer of 
the Armed Services, employ and pay the compensation of retired 
officers or warrant officers of the Armed Services while performing 
service for the Agency, bat while so serving such retired officer 
will be entitled to receive only the compensation of his position with
